WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—A paper on 

The Protection of Water Pipes from Electrolysis,”’ by 
Mr. E. B. Ellicott, City Electrician of Chicago, was read 
at the meeting on Nov. 6. The dangers incident to failures 
of the water mains were noted, and it was intimated thar 
the city authorities do not realize the serious conditions 
now existing in Chicago and that there will be reason 
to regret the neglect in a few years. The city has passed 
an ordinance requiring grounded return circuits to be so 
constructed that a greater difference of potential than 
3% volts shall not exist at any point between the water 
pipes and the rails, and that the variation between any 
two points within 300 ft. shall not exceed %-volt. 

In the discussion, Mr. Richard McCulloch, Assistant 
General Manager of the Chicago City Ry., laid much of the 
blame upon cheap and faulty original construction, and 
explained what his company is doing or proposes to do 
to effect a remedy. Cast-welded joints were spoken of 
by Mr. McCulloch ag an effective remedy for insufficient 
capacity of rail bonds at the joints, but Mr. E. E. R. 


Tratman (Engineering News) stated that cast-welding was 


not necessarily more efficient than other styles of bond- 
ing He doubted whether any style of rail bond is of 
equal conductivity to the rails after a few months’ service 
and considered that much more care should be given to the 
testing, maintenance and renewal of bonds. Mr. Ellicott 
endorsed these views, and instanced tests of rail bonds 
and cast-weld joints which showed a conductivity very 
inferior to that of the rails. He advocated a separate re- 
turn cireuit, insulated from the ground.

From 
the dam the water would be conducted through a short 
ditch and pipes to the power house one-quarter of a mile 
below opposite the mouth of Fine Gold Creek. There 
electricity would be generated and transmitted to Fresno, 
a distance of 23 miles. The estimates for this plant are 
as follows: Rubble-concrete dam, 76 ft. high, $145,000; 
power and dwelling house, $2,600; two turbine water 
wheels, $900; pipes and dam for wheels, $4,500; rights 
of way and dam site, $8,000; electrical machinery, $22,- 
000; transmission line, $30,000; wire system for city, 
$22,000; incidental and possible legal expenses, $15,000; 
total, $285,000. For the steam-driven plant, wiring the 
city, $55,000; machinery, $76,000; incidentals, $14,000; 
total, $145,000. Either of these plants could be also used 
for pumping the water for the city, which would effect 
a saving of $10,000 in the estimated cost of the water 
plant by doing away with considerable machinery, though 
one steam plant would be necessary in case of accident. 
Mr. Tielman recommends the San Joaquin River proposi- 
tion, for when once installed no fuel would be required, 
and the other plant, though costing less at first, would 


run up a fuel bill of $40 to $50 per day, even with cheap 
oil. Then, too, the dam would furnish 2,000 HP., while 
not more than 800 would be required, leaving 1,200 to be 
rented. It is worth $5 per HP. a year. But if the city 
thinks best, the dam could be carried up only 45 ft. for 
the present, reducing the first cost of 340,000. Accord- 
ing to the engineer’s plans as drawn, however, the cost 
of water and lighting plants would be $550,000.

Besides, it will place Matto-Gross0, 
which until now has been isolated, in direct and rapid rela- 
tions with Europe, by utilizing from Itaitauba the 
navigable routes of the Rio Tapajoz and the Amazon.

Filho, of Cuyaba. Railroad (75 centimeters), from Arara- 
quara Sao Jose de Preto (in the State of Sao-Paulo) to 
Cuyaba (left bank), Matto-Grosso, following, doubtless, 
the direction of the telegraph line existing between Sao- 
Paulo and Cuyaba. Passengers and merchandise can be 
transported by this route between the ports of Rio de 
Janeiro and Sao-Paulo and the interior of the Matto-
